Mrs. Bertha Gifford, wife of a 
St. Louis County farmer and for- 
mer mistress the so-called 
“House of Mystery” in Catawissa, 
Franklin County, where five per- 
sons died mysteriously within six 
years, admitted yesterday that she 
had given poison to three of them, 
two boys and a man. 

In a statement at Union, to 
Franklin County deputies and Chief 
of Police Andrew McDonnell of 
Webster Groves, Mra. Gifford, who 
is 50 years old declared that in 
_each instance she administered 
in medicine because the 


person under treatment was suf- 
fering from severe pains and she 
thought it would “quiet them.” 
Mrs. Gifford was arrested yes- 
terday at her home in Eureka by 
Chief McDonnell. who had been 
called into the case because of his 
reputation as a shrewd detective. 
She had been indicted in ¥Frank- 
lin County for murder, as a result 
of two of the deaths in her former

Admirers Break Through 
Police and Military Lines 


—140 Persons Treated at 


Hospital Tents. 


PARTY LEADERS 
IN CONFERENCE 


Gov. Moore, Gov. Ritchie, 
Senator Edwards and Wil- 
liam Dill Predict ‘‘Land- 
slide’”’ in State.

CAMP MOORE, SEAGIRT, N. 
J.. Aug. 25.—Acclaimed -by thou- 
sands who trooped in _ from all 
parts of New Jersey for a Demo- 
cratic rally, Gov. Smith received 
an ovation here today that would 
have warmed the heart of any 
presidential nominee. 

lie was cheered to the _ echo 
and almost manhandlel by ad- 
mirers as they brushed past police 
barriers to get near him, And he 
was assured by party leaders, 
plainly delighted at the Outburst 
of enthmusiasm, that New Jersey 
would be his on election day. 

The Democratic nominee came 
to the National Guard camp, 
where New Jerse: maintains a 
summer home for its Governor, for 
the double purpose of attending 
the rally and reviewing the troops. 

Crowd Estimated at 100,000. 

More than 50 special trains con- 
verged on Seagirt, swelling the 
throng that arrived by automobile. 
istimates, by police and railroad 
officials, of the crowd's. size ran 
from below 100,000 to well above 
that mark, while some of those in 
charge of arrangements declared 
more than 200,000 were here. 

More than 140 persons were 
treated at three hospital tents at 
Camp Moore during the ovation to 
the Governor. 

Leaving Spring Lake, two miles 
away, early in the afternoon, Goy.. 
Smith motored to the camp with 
his old friend, William F. Kenny 
of New York, and Mayor Frank 
liague of Jersey City, a political 
power in this State, a vice chair- 
man of the Democratic National 
Committee and one of the Gover- 
nor’s closest political allies. 

With a squad of State troops 
leading on motor cycles, the Gov- 
ernor’s car had clear sailing until 
it reached the edge of the camp. 
Then it was engulfed by a push- 
ing, shouting crowd. It slowed 
down and finally came to a -ha!t 
as the throng swept past police 
and National Guardsmen. 

I'riendly Mob Beyond Restraint. 

Men and boys, even women, 
rushed in, elbowing each other 
frantically to get near the visitor. 
At times nearly a score of men 
and boys, shaking off the restrain- 
ing hands of police. were hanging 
onto the; Governor's automobile, 
reaching to shake his hand or 
thump him on the back. They were 
on the running boards, on the fen- 
ders, on the rear tire carrier and 
they held on until others pulled 
them away and won their pcints 
of vantage. 

Holding to a determination not 
to speak in the open air. Gov. 
Smith képt waving an acknowlcdg- 
ment to cheers, smiling broadly. 
When the summer home of Gov. 
Moore was reached, a wedge was 
formed and he was rushed to the 
front porch. There he was greeted 
by New Jersey's chief executive, 
Gov. Ritchie of Maryland. Senator 
Kdwards of this State, who is up 
and William -Y,.

After luncheon and a chat with 
this group and other political 
leaders in the residence where 
Woodrow Wilson lived during rart 
of his 1912 presidential campaign.

While the American flags are 
far more plentiful and the flags 
of all other nations who will 
sign the pact on Monday are 
a'so being flown, it is the Ger- 
man banner which is  attract- 
ing the attention of the popu- 
lace—and which makes people 
real‘ e the importance which 

. must be attached to the treaty. 
These German republic flags 
with the gold stripe conspicu- 
ous in place of the old Impe- 
rial white stripe has given this 
blase capital a real kick. 

The visit of Herr Stresemann, 
the first visit of a German for- 
eign Minister to Paris sinee the 
Franco - Prussian war, has 
taken on the importance of a 
great historic event and has 
brought home _ to everyone 
what such a pact can accom- 

plish,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—Re- 
laxing after his long trip from the 
Pacific coast, Herbert Hoover, He- 
presidential nominee, 
spent his time quietly at his. home 
today, greeting old friends and po- 
litical allies. His day of rest was 
broken by the tedium of confer- 
ences and the application of fin- 
ishing’ touches to tasks left over 
from his service as. Secretary of 
Commerce, 

For the first time since their 
formal notification of their nomin- 
ation, Hoover shook hands w.th 
his running mate, Senator Charles 
Curtis, the vice presidential mom- 
inee and Chairman Work, of the 
Republican National Committee 
lunched with Hoover and together 
they went over the political situ- 
ation. 

Work spent donsideradtl 1.90 
with Hoover during the day, going 
Over with him the strategic posi- 
tions of the two parties. 

Other visitors included Eugene 
Meyer, Farm Loan Commissioner, 
and Edgar Rickard of New York, 
an Old co-worker of Hoover’s war 
relief days. Various friends fron 
the Department of Commerce trav- 
eled out to his house to welcome 
Hoover baek to Washington and 
some of them sought his advice 
about work he had laid. out for 
them while Secretary of Com- 
merce. 

The nominee expects to be in his 
personal headquarters near his 
home early next week when he wiil 
begin an extended study of cam- 
paign matters and work out with 
his advisers a plan for his further 
active participation in the fight 
This work will 


require most of his time for the 
next two or three weeks, 
From these conferences will 


evolve his completed plan for the 


next two months with the excep- | 


tion of such gaps as will leave 
room for emergency actions. 

Looming close in the foregrourd 
is a probable Labor Day speech 
which present predictions call for 
delivery over a radio hook-up from 
Washington. Later will come his 
speaking activities in the East and 
border States with a final cross 
continent trip to California to cast 
his vote.

The appointment was Circuit At- 
torney Sidener’s response to an of- 
fer of legal assistance from the In- 
ternational Commission of Insur- 
ance Commissioners. Baker will 
receive no salary, but his expenses 
will be paid. 

It appears certain now that no 
International policyholder will lose 
anything, and that the stockhold- 
ers may get as much as $5,625,000, 
and not less than $4,000,000. The 
latter figure is $107 a share on 
stock that has not passed $85 a 
share on the market. 

Details of the Sale. 

The terms of the sale of the 
company to the Missouri State Life 
were as follows: 

The Missouri State Life agreed 
to assume all of the wbligations of 
the International to its. policy 
holders and, as evidence of its 
financial ability to meet those ob- 
ligations, agreed to transfer $2,- 
000,000 from its surplus to the re- 
serve for payment of policy claims. 
Seventy-five per cent of all of the 
profits accruing from Internation- 
al policies will be returned to the 
Missouri State Life until that $2,- 
000,000 is repaid, The other 25 
per cent of profits will go to a 
fund for the payment of  stock- 
holders of the International. When 
the $2,000,000 has been repaid, 75 
per cent of the profits will go to 
the fund to refiay International 
stockholders and 25 per cent will 
go to the Missouri State Life. That 
arrangement .will prevail for 15 
years, unless before that $59625,000 
has been accumulated for reim- 
bursement of International stock- 
holders, At the end of 15 years all 
of the pr&its from International 
policies will pass unconditionally 
to the Missouri State Life. 

Stockholders May Profit, 

Hillsman Taylor, president of 
the Missouri State Life, estimated 
that stockholders of the Interna- 
tional could count upon receiving 
at least $4,000,000. There are 37,- 
000 shares of International stock 
outstanding, of which 23,000 are 
held by the International company, 
the holding company of Interna- 
tional Life, of which Roy C. 
Toombs is head. The status of 
Toombs’ 23,000 shares is not clear. 
It appears, at this time, that® the 
stock is the property of the 
Toombs & Daily Co., the Chicago 
investment house of which Toombs 
is head and which was thrown into 
a receivership when disclosure was 
made of his manipulation of the 
International. 

The deal gives the Missouri 
State Life a iotal of $1,140,000,009 
of outstanding insurance and, in 
this respect, raises its rank among 
insurance companies of-the coun- 
try from eighteenth to fourteenth. 
It is the largest west of the Mis- 
sissippi River. Agency and office 
forces of the International will be 
kept intact for the present. 

Reeves Censures “Stealing.” 

In ordering the sale, Judge 
Reeves referred to Toombs’ manip- 
ulation of the company as follows; 

“Apparently the board of direc- 
tors (of the International) selected 
as president a man who was not 
trustworthy. It appears from the 
evidence chat he began a system- 
atid method of stealing from the 
company, and carrying off its se- 
curities, a most unusual thing to 
be tolerated even for a moment.

—that its solvency was questioned 
then. I did not dream that any- 
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thing of that kind had existed for 
so long a time.” 
Judge Reeves is a former actu- 
ary of the Missouri Insurance De- 
partment and, at one time, Was an 
officer of the Continental Life In- 
surance Co. of St. Louis.

O MATTER how the voters may decide as 
N between Smith and Hoover, there will be 
no material change in the percentages oi 
wets and drys in Congress as a result of the 
November election.

Anti- 
Saloon League leaders in Washington are 
even predicting that they will add a couple 
af Senators to the total of 7% now classed 
by the League as ‘‘satisfactory.” 

Of the 435 members of the House, it is 
doubtful if more than 100 would vote to re- 
peal the Volstead act, or to change it in any 
substantial way. The great majority of the 
House members will be re-elected. Certain- 
ly therc will be no overturn of sufficient pro- 
portions to warrant the slightest hope that 
go any farther in the 
direction of wet legislation than the present. 

Wayne B. Wheeler is dead, but the machine 
that he created is still functioning.

The Missouri Situation. 

Strange, indeed, are some of the political 
partnerships of this campaign.

The wet 
issue is his political mcat and drink. - It took 
him, a Republicean, into the House from a

Case of Mr. Vare. 

Consider also the case of Mr. Vare of: Penn- 
Sylvania, who has been deni@i a seat in the 
Senate. Mr. Vare is dripping wet. He won 
his nomination for the Senate in 1926 be- 
cause of his wetness. Yet Mr. Vare was a 
very large factor in procuring the nomination 
at Kansas City, and Mr. 
Vare is being counted upon by Republican 
leaders to swing the full power cf his Phila- 
delphia machine for Hoover in November. 

Mr. Vare still hopes to crash the gates 
the Senate. If Philadelphia rolls up its 
normal Republican majority in the election, 
you may safely take it that Mr. Vare's hopes 
have received some nourishment; if the ma- 
jority falls off, you may take it that Mr. Vare 
has lost hope and is bent on getting even.

Wet Democratic Candidates. 

Of the Democratic candidates for re-elec- 
tion, Bayard of Delaware, Bruce of Mary- 
land, Copeland of New York, Edwards of New 
Jersey, Gerry of Rhode Island and Walsh of 
Massachusetts, all of whom have been or 
probably will be renominated, are in the for- 
same 
views on prohibition as the presidential can- 
didate. 

The situation in Washington, where Dill, an 
ultra-dry, is seeking to return to the Senate, 
is comparsble to that in Missouri. Similar 
cleavages of opinion between the Democratic 
senatorial and the Democratic _ presidential 
candidate—or, if you prefer, similar “ideal” 
conditions—exist in all the Southern states 
where there is a senatorial contest. 

An Exceptional state of affairs is found in 
Maryland, where the prohibition views of 
both the Senatorial candidates harmonize 
(actually) with those of the respective presi- 
dential candidates. Senator Bruce, nomi- 
nated for re-election on the Democratic 
ticket, is an outspoken wet. Former Gov.

The 
municipal electric systems in 
Los Angeles, Seattle, Tacoma 
and other west coast cities were 
serving several thousands of 
heating installations in buildings 
of all kinds, from tiny bungalows 
to huge hotels, banks, garages, 
hospitals, public schools, church- 
es and so on. In San Francisco 
both the local utility companies 
were accepting heating service 
customers but were not soliciting 
Since last winter the San 
Francisco companies have volun- 
tarily cut their residence electric 
rates from nine cents maximum 
and two cents minimum to five 
cents maximum and one and one- 
half cents minimum, in order to 
encourage the complete equip- 
ment of all homes with electric 
services, including house heating. 


What St. Louis Might Have. ° 

A good deal of pressure has 
been brought to bear, in recent 
time, upon utilities east of the 
Rockies, to induce them to make 
a low rate for electric house heat- 
ing. They have thus far refused 
to do so. It would necessitate 
a general fecasting of their resi- 
dence rate schedules and possi- 
bly of some other &chadules.

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The Strange Case of Calvin Coolidge 


By PAUL Y. ANDERSON of the Post-Dispatch Staff: 


HE case of Coolidge, in my opinion, will 

go down in histery as one of the strang- 

est in cur presidential annals. Already 
he is done, finished, almost forgotten. Dur- 
ing the shert session of Congress which w 'l 
wind up his term in office, he will | be 
enubbed and ignered, even by the leaders 
ef his own party. Yet less than three 
menths ago he held the political destiny 
of the country in the hollow of his palm. 
He could have had the nemination at Kan- 
sas City merely by nodding his head; not 
even the doughty Bill Vare could have put 
Hoever ever against Coolidge’s opposition. 
The secret of his strength, however, remains 
a mystery. Imagine Coolidge a. candidate 
for a third term, and yourself a Republican 
stump speaker, faced with the necessity of 
offering reasons in his behalf. What on 
earth would you say’ That he has only 
mediocre ability has long been obvious. No 
outstanding piece ef legislation marks his 
administration. No great constructive pol- 
icies have been initiated. The general aver- 
age of his appointments has been decidedly 
lower than HMarding’s-—-although with less 


tragic consequences. 
s 


The country’s contentment with Coolidge 
may have sprung from a contrast. Harding 
entered the White House a popular, lovubie 
figure. The shock ef disillusionment made 
the publie cynical. People began to wonder 
whether anybedy could be trusted. The dis- 
cevery that Coolidge at least was cautious 
breught.general relief. It was a «will after 
the storm, in which people said: “Weil, at 
least he won't let them carry off the White 
Heuse.” Thus it was thatthe compara- 
tively mild scandals of the Coolidge ad- 
ministration—and there were plenty of 
them—seemed harmiess by comparison with 
the tremendous leeting and freebooting 
which had preceded them. Moreover, they 
were unspectacular, lacking such mysteri- 
ous and dramatic elements as the little 
black bag, the tainted Liberty bonds, and 
the fabulous ranch at Three Rivers, N. M. 
Ne such delightfully sinister names as Tea- 
pot Dome enlivened them. Their actual 
importance was considerable, but the pub- 
lic wouldn't be bothered. 

The facts, ominous enough to those who 
understood them, of hew the administra- 
tion conspired te save Secretary Melien’s 
a'uminum company from prosecution under 
the antitrust laws, were fully aired in the 
Senate, arti in some newspapers, but they 
fell on listless ears. The astonishing dis- 
closure that one of Mr. Coolidge’s ap- 
pointees had deliberately torpedeced the 
prosecution of the Bread Trust, allowing 
that vast combine to go scot free on charges 
which he himself had previeusiy lodged 
against it, made not a ripple on the nation- 
al consciousness. The story of the retre- 
active repeal of the inheritance tax, in con- 
sequence of which 389.906.0000 was taken 
eut ef the public treasury and handed back 
te the heirs of the wealthiest estates in the 
country. eveked no widespread protest. Ap- 
parently the public had been fleeeed so 
many times, and so gorgeously, thac the ¢x- 
perience no longer previded a *ensation. 
Uniess something new and startling in «he 
way of corruption. and misgovernment coulda 
te shown, they would continue te be indif- 
ferent to the whole situation. That. at 
ast, may be one explanation of the ex- 
traerdinary apathy which has attended 
Cvolidge’s administration, frem 
has benefited se conspicuously. 
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Few Presidents have made such a cen- 
sistent recerd ef vetoing good bilis and 
signing Ded enes. This actualiy came te 
ye the basis on which a considerable sec- 
tion of the press gallery would predict the

approval or rejection of a bill by the Presi- 
dent. He signed the bill authorizing’ the 
Government to purchase and operate the 
bankrupt and unprofitable Cape Cod Canal 
—and vetoed the bill authorizing the Gov- 
ernment to operate its own extremely prof- 
ituble plant at Muscie Shoals. He raised the 
duty on pig iron 50 per cent and favored 
various other subsidies to special interests 
-—while vetoing the McNary-Haugen bill, 
designed to aid the farmers, as unconsti- 
_tvtienalL As nearly as I was able to make 
out frem his message, he held it unconsti- 
tutional on the ground that he couldn't un- 
‘derstand it. 

Many of his appointments were simply in- 
credible. To the Tariff and Federal Trade 
Commissions he appeinted men who for- 
merly were lobbyists employed by the in- 
terests with which their duties now required 
them to deal. He tried to put Charlie 
“Beet Sugar” Warren in the office of At- 
torney-General, and when bleckea by the 
Senate retorted by appointing John G. Sar- 
gent, a Vermont village lawyer. Never hav- 
ing heard of Sargent, the Senate could ad- 
vance no reason for rejecting him, and 
hence he was confirmed and continues to- 
day as the chief law officer of the Govern- 
ment. 

But Coolidge's most remarkable feat in 
the field of appointments was one which 
he performed during the last session of 
Congress. He sent one morning for a mem- 
ber ef the Senate Judiciary Committee to 
come te the White House, te discuss with 
the President the appointment of a Federal 
Judge in a Pacific Coast State. When the 

Senator arrived, the President laid before 
him the records of two men who were can- 
didates for the office, and asked his opinion 
of them. One record was fairly good; at 
least it contained nothing offensive. The 
ether was dreadful. Its owner had been 
invelved in a number of thoroughiy un- 
savory episodes, and there wers serious 
charges against his private character. On 
the face of it. he leoked more like a candi- 
date for a Federal] penitentiary than a Fed- 
eral judgeship. Slightly bewildered, the 
Senator said he did not see how the Presi- 
dent could hesitate between the two men, 
since the appointment of the second obvi- 
cusly was impossible. Mr. Coolidge agreed 
with this, but said he had wanted the Sena- 
tor’s opinion before acting. Two days later, 
without any further explanation, he ap- 
rointed the candidate with the bad record. 
To this day the Senator has no more infor- 
mation on the subject@than is set ferth 
above. Yet to a large degree the incident 
is characteristic of Coolidge; he repeatedly 
did things like that—things whicn of ft? eir 
face seemed simply unbelievable. Kxplana- 


tions never came. 
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His unexpected elevation to the presi- 
dency frightened him half to death. and 
for months afterward he faced the re- 
porters at the semi-weekly press confer- 
ences with much the same expression as a 
white rabbit facing a gang of Airedales. 
itis election in 1924, however. and other 
abundant evidences of the country's satis- 
faction gawe him a confidence which meount- 
ed steadily as time passed and came in the 
last year or se to be something more than 
confidence. Instead of quaking before the 
reporters, he treated them with a con- 
cescension and curtness which they had 
never received from any President. The 
elimax came when he ordered them to de- 
sist frem using the phrase “White House 
Spokesman” in their reports of Wis state- 
ments, and when he delivered the dictum 
that {t was their duty to support his fer- 
eign policies whether they believed in them 
or not.

PWARD of 5000 miles in 
[J sense. and crossing the Do- 
minion fro.n Halifax, on the 
Atlantic Coast, to Vancouver, on 
the Pacific Coast, the Trans-Cana- 
da Highway is the longest single 
motor thoroughfare on the North 
American continent. 

The Trans-Canada Highway is 
the main tourist artery of the Do- 
minion..

Plans for a spectacular air parade 
over Southern California, Sept. 8, 


as the opening gun of the Na- 
tional Air Races and Aeronautical 
Exposition, have been announced 
here by Dr. T. Cc. Young, of tne 
air race executive committee. 

More than #400 civilian ‘planes 
and a squadron of army and navy 
ships will participate in the a:r 
spectacle, flying over Long Beach, 
Whittier, Pasadena, Glandale, Hol- 
lywood, and finally over Broadway, 
this city’s main business artery, to 
Mines Field, scene of the expusi- 
tion, where it will terminate its 
flight. This will be the greatest 
number of civilian planes ever to 
be in the air at one time in a sin- 
gle formation, according to Young. 

Assisting Young in arrangemenis 
is a committee, including Lieut. 
Henry H. Ogden, ’round the world 
flyer; C. C. MceWhinney, of Long 
Beach; Col. T. C. Macaulay, of San 
Diego; Frank McKee, of San Fran- 
cisco, secretary of the aeronautic 
department of the California De- 
velopment Association, and Frank 
Parent, of Inglewood. 

Young has enlisted the co-opera- 
tion of every airport in Southern 
California, as well as several in 
the northern cities, among them 
San Francisco, Sacramento, Oak- 
land, Fresno, Bakersfield and San- 
ta Barbara, appointing at each 
field a captain. Each captain, in 
turn, is encouraging participation 
in the spectacle by all of the ships 
attached to his particular field. 

Every safety measure is being 
taken. Military orders will be in 
force, with each captain in com- 
mand of the squadron from his 
field. and Young in command of 
the entire flight. The planes will 
receive their directions by radio 
broadcast from KFI, the Earle C. 
Anthony station here. 

The different classes of planes 
will fly at different altitudes over 
the cities, with the large tri-mo- 
tored ships, because of their great 
safety factor, flying lowest. The 
single-motored planes will seek 41- 
titudes greater than 5000 feet. A 
departure schedule for planes from 
different fields has been so ar- 
ranged that regardless of the fly- 
ing time required from the various 
airports to the flight’s starting 
point, all of the planes will arrive 
at exactly the same time.

Setup of Apparatus. 

The demonstration marked an- 
other advance in television.

: Eee esical orchestral accompaniments the Forest Park Theater has 
‘known in the 10 years of its existence. Even with these handi- 
caps more people have attended the opera this Summer than ever 
_ before and paid more money into the box office. Increased cost of 
- production will be responsible for the loss on the year. 
That poorly produced and poorly played shows should attract 
‘guch crowds is hardly due to the poor taste of theatergoers. Rather 
‘the people of good taste have sought entertainment elsewhere and 
‘their seats have been filled by audiences of a different type—audi- 
“enees whose appetite for amusement has been cultivated upon the 
‘fare offered by the motion pictures. That this vast crowd of amuse- 
ment seekers is entitled to the sort of entertainment it desires is 
‘pot to be gainsaid, but it is beyond belief that they would not have

Second Thoughts 
ON 
First Nights

NEW YORK, Aug. 25. 

FTER all these weeks of sum- 

mer  lassitude, stirred only 

faintly by an occasional .ndif- 
ferent opening, an unqualified hit 
has burst into Broadway. It is 
that saga of the city room _ by 
Charles MacArthur and Ben Hecht 
which is called “The Front Page’”’ 
and which has been heralded by 
distant trumpeting ever since the 
old season closed. For moaths 
now, social arrangements have 
been halted by the fact that some- 
body or other was always going 
over to Newark, N. J., to see “The 
Front Page” and to return sput- 
tering superlatives to anyone who 
would listen to him. 


Several weeks of this sort of 
thing is enough to reduce any ab- 
sentee to a state of scornful in- 
credulity through which you «zp- 
proach the theater with your jaw 
set in grim determination to be 
shown. You emerge three hours 
later, either gibbering the same ad- 
jectives or too weak-kneed with 
excitement to talk at all. For 
“The Front Page,’’ with its rowdy 
virility, its swift percussion of 
events, its streaks of Gargantuan 
.derision, is as breath-taking an 
event as ever dropped, with or 
without warning, into the middle 
of a becalmed August on Broad- 
way. 


LL this, we hasten to add, 
A naen'e its source in any depth 
of plot. The piece is hung on 
a typical Criminal Court melo- 


drama which is unabashed in its 
use of the escaped jailbird, che 
frenzied man-hunt and the re- 


porter who, whenever he tries to 
resign, finds an irresistible story 
breaking over his rebellious. head. 

It is not so important (except to 
a swollen and gratified box office) 
that this melodrama dashes through 
the scene with true and unerring 
velocity, carrying its crescendo of 
suspense to the final shout which 
greets the last curtain. The play’s 
real value lies in the absolute, liv- 
ing force of an authentic scene; a 
a force which tears down the 
fourth wall and eliminates the foot- 
lights. 

This achievement, rare enough 
alas, in any season, always seems 
so.natural when you are transport- 
ed to the stage and so uncanny be- 
tween two housewives’ gossiping 
over a fence, can be unforgettable. 
It is almost unbelievably exciting, 
as at this opening, it recaptures the 
mockery, the disillusion and the 
fierce, unreasoning loyalty of that 
dusty, clattering smoke-filled world 
with the grimy label of “Press” 
above its door.

You feel somehow that 
MacArthur and Hecht wrote their 
play out of the nostalgia of their 
earlier experiences when newspa-

erring lines.

From the Exhibition of American

NUMBER of Amer- 
ican stores have re- 
cently excited con- 
siderable interest 
among their pa- 
trons by conduct- 
ing exhibitions of 
modern-style furni- 
ture. These in- 
cluded chairs, ta- 
bles, beds, couches and other articles 
which their designers belleve to be 
adapted to the present age and not 
merely inherited from the past. 

Its exponents believe that, like the 
skyscraper, the new furniture has 
come to stay. It is invading the en- 
tire household and to some extent is 
threatening the prestige if not the ex- 
istence of period furniture. 

It is the furniture of the twentieth 
century, say its designers. It is de- 
signed to meet the conditions of mod- 
ern life—the rush, the informality, the 
swift change. It is made to conserve 
the greatest possible space, to obscure 
itself except when needed and to offer 
the most restful and harmonious pat- 
tern to the tired eyes and the most 
comfortable and convenient surfaces 
to the tired body of the dweller in the 
jazz age. 

Frills and furbelows have been ban- 
ished. Mere decoration that cannot 
justify itself as a logical part of the 
design is no longer permitted. It is 
absurd for the people in an age of 
skyscrapers and airplanes to furnish 
their houses in period styles, the de- 
signers say. And they point to a bath- 
room in the manner of Louis XIV as 
the ultimate absurdity, for it happens 
that the King of France knew nothing 
about enamel tubs and open plumbing.

It depends 
for ite effect upon angles and simple 
vertical and horizontal lines. It is de- 
signed more nearly to meet human 
needs than the massive furniture of 
more dignified eras. 


ANY of the interiors which are 
illustrated here are taken from 
the recently published ‘New 
Dimensions,’ by Paul T. Frankl, a 
New York designer. New York de- 
signers, including Lee Simonson, cre- 
ator of stage settings, and Kim Weber, 
artist, have recently taken the lead 
hitherto held by Europe in this new 
field.

NEW YORK. 

HE mystery of 
Jedediah Tingle has 
at last been solved. 
For more then 10 
years the person 
who hid his iden- 
tity under that 
quaint name has 
been the author of 
thousands of kind 
acts and benefactions. Hundreds of 
poor children from New York's Bast 
Side have been able to enjoy vacations 
at summer camps through his bounty. 
The sick, the lame and the halt have 
received cheering letters, accompanied 
by gifts and checks, from him. Poets, 
writers and artists whose works might 
have gone unrecognized by the great 
public have received his whimsical 
letters of appreciation, accompanied 
by the gift of a book, a fine pipe and, 
if there seemed to be need for it, a 
check. 

Although thousands of these letters 
and gifts were sent out, no one was 
ever able to discover the identity of 
Jedediah Tingle. His letters were 
written on stationery whose _ letter- 
head consisted of a tombstone marked 
“J. T. 1760-1820.’ His letters usually 
contained the statement that Jedediah 
Tingle was carrying on the ‘‘eternal 
mission’’ of his own great-grandfather, 
whose name he had taken. The mis- 
sion was “‘to bring smiles and tender 
thoughts to the great in heart in high 
and low places, to comfort and cheer 
those who do exceptional things or 
suffer.’’ The return address on his let- 
ters was a Brooklyn bank, but the of- 
ficilals there never gave away the se- 
cret. 

Then, on July 16, occurred the death 
of William E. Harmon, millionaire rea) 
estate operator, founder of the Har- 
mon Foundation and well-known phil- 
anthropist, who died at his summer 
home in Connecticut at the age of 66. 
And among his effects were found pa- 
pers which finally disclosed the fact 
that he and the mysterious Jedediah 
Tingle were one and the same person. 


HE great-grandfather behind 
whose name Harmon shielded 
his identity was not a creature 

of the philanthropist’s imagination. 
The original Jedediah Tingle was one 
of the first settlers of Cincinnati. He 
had the early pioneer’s aversion to too 
many neighbors, and when he thought 
that Cincinnati was getting crowded, 
late in the eighteenth century, he 
moved a short distance away and 
cleared a space for himself in what is 
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plume when writing checks, was born 
in Lebanon in 1862. Harmon’s father 
had served as a commissioned -officer 
under General Grant in the Civil War 
and he later went as an officer in the 
Tenth Cavalry to serve in the Indian 
Territory, out West. He took his family 
with him, and William, with his broth- 
er Clifford as a playmate, spent his 
early years on the prairies in the days 
when hostile Indians were still an ob- 
stacle to the western march of empire. 


Y THE time Willlam was 12 
Bras old he was an expert shot 
with the rifle, and at 14 he had 
twice crossed the Western prairies on 
horseback with his father’s troops, 
once in quest of a band of outlaws and 
at another time to subdue an Indian 
uprising. Although the officers of the 
Tenth Cavalry were white, the enlisted 
men were Negroes, and it was this 
early and somewhat intimate contact 
with Negroes which is. believed to be 
responsible for many of the efforts 
Harmon later made on behalf of that 
race when he became a wealthy man. 
For a while Harmon attended 8t. 
Mary's School at San Antonio. 
Later he returned with his mother 
to Lebanon, where he attended high 
school and the normal college. He 
entered the Louisville School of Medi- 
cine, but had to abandon his studies 
because of his father’s financial re- 
verses. This unpleasant experience 
had an important effect on his future 
philanthropies, for one of the chief 
functions of the Harmon Foundation 
is to lend money to college students 
to enable them to complete their 
studies. 

For a time young Harmon obtained 
employment as a salesman for a nurs- 
ery in Ohio; and then he conceived the 
brilliant plan which led him direct- 
ly to millions and indirectly to his self- 
appointed mission of improving the lot 


the system its initial impetus. He had 


saved a thousand dollars. His broth- 
er Clifford added a similar sum and 
young Harmon then went to an uncle 
in Cincinnati and laid his plan before 
him. His uncle, Charles Wood, was 
immediately impressed with the idea. 
He contributed a third thousand and 
together they organized the time-pay- 
ment real estate firm of Wood, Har- 
mon & Company. They immediately 
purchased a tract of land near Cin- 
cinnati, laid it out in building lots, 
put down wooden sidewalks and ad- 
vertised in the Cincinnati papers. One 
advertisement was enough to dispose 
of all the lots. Offices were opened in 
Pittsburg and Boston and success at- 
tended their efforts. The plan to dis- 
pose of building lots at $1 down and 
a few cents a week was welcomed by 
the public. In Boston several cap- 
italists invested $60,000 for the de- 
velopment of tracts there, and in 1898 
Harmon extended his operations to 
New York. In Brooklyn alone he in- 
vested more than $4,000,000, and 
some of the best residential sections of 
that city today are the result of plans 
he laid out more than 25 years ago. 
He planned and founded the town of 
Harmon, New York. 

His interest in planning subdivisions 
then took a sudden turn. The business 
angle became subordinated to his de- 
sire to establish residential districts 
that would be beautiful and healthful. 
The properties were closely restricted 
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people. 
He simply wanted to satisfy a personal 
need to spread a little good cheer 
anonymously. He didn’t want thanks 
or public recognition. He wanted only 
the satisfaction of having brought “sa 
smile or a tender thought” into some- 
one’s life. And thus it was that he 
took the name of Jedediah Tingle and 
made confidential arrangements with 
a bank to apen certain checks under 
that name.

There are also prizes to per- 
sons, white and black, who make the 
most significant contribution to amic- 
able relations between the two races. 
His interest in good sermons ig re- 
flected in the religious films, illustrat- 
ing episodes of scripture, which the 
foundation helps finance and circu- 
late. On one occasion he was sick and 
received unusual attention from a 
nurse. His conversations with her led 
him to realize that the profession of 
nursing is not well paid and that there 
is no steady increase in a nurse’s earn- 
ing power. As a result, the Harmon 
Foundation has a fund of $50,000 for 
the advancement of nursing. 


But during all those years in which 
Harmon had been making large 
and public contributions to human 
welfare, he was still unsatisfied.
